Rockets May 
Explore Ether 


“Shooting the Moon” Idea Within the 
Limits of Speculation 

A third dimension, an entirely new 
direction, has just been added to 
man’s range of exploration. Now it 
is going to be possible to establish 
physical contact with whatever it may 
be that lies straight up, in the high- 
est strata of earth’s atmospheric 
ocean and beyond. Any radial line 
of the globe may become the pathway 
to new scientific records—a pathway 
continued as far as the investigator 
cares to pursue it. So powerful, in- 
deed, is the new instrument of ascen- 
sion that its projection to the very 
disk of the moon is declared within 
the limits of reasonable speculation, 
if anything were to be 
spectacular an effort. 

However glibly students may speak 
of astronomical distances, actual hu- 
man experience, so far, has practically 
been debarred from thie vertical plane. 
The “farthest up” of physical attain- 
ment is a bare six miles, and that 
only for a brief and breathless period, 
The highest altitude ever explored, 
with an ingenious arrangement of re- 
cording instruments on a free balloon,

does not exceed 24 miles—a mere 
commuter’s morning jaunt, The up- 


per reaches of the atmosphere remain 
today unexplored, actually less known 
than. the deepest soundings of the 
seas. The science of meteorology, 
and all the other sciences that wait 
tipon it, are limited to a mere film 
upon the carth’s surface. 

Whether o tthe tink will ever 
come when “man can travel as far 
straight up as he may go horizontally 
in a day's journey is a question that 
has now become immaterial. All the 
facts a traveler in that strange direc- 
tion could gather have become sud- 
denly available. The instruments for 
recording these facts may be sent up 
to the very point where air dissolves 
in space. They may go even farther 
than that, farther than the influence 
of gravitation extends, if there were 
any way of getting them back. 

The instrument by which this won- 
der is to be accomplished is nothing 
more a rocket; a 
rocket scientifically designed, of 
course, extraordinarily efficient mech- 
anically, but still intimately related to 
the familiar paper cartridge that 
swishes its comet-like tail of sparks 
through the night air of Independence 
Day.

Plan for Government Aid Is Outlined 
in the Provincial Legis- 
lature 


The Hon. Chas. Stewart, Premier of 
Alberta, has briefly outlined the plan 
of the provincial legislature for ¢x- 
tending aid to the Lethbridge nor- 
ther irrigation project. The govern- 
ment proposes to set aside a fund, 
which will probably amount to $500,- 
000, to pay ittterest on bonds and pro- 
vide necessary improyements until the 
project is a success, 

This plan of financing is the one 
largely adopted in the financing of 
school securities. The arrangement 
will apply only .to the Lethbridge 
Northern project. Plans for the fin- 
ancing of the other projects will be 
considered separately. The Lethbridge 
Northern project, it is estimated, will 
cost about $5,000,000 to construct. The 
various irrigation schemes in the 
neighborhood of Lethbridge, Alberta, 
for which water is ayailable, will’ in- 
volve~an ‘expenditure of about $35,- 
000,000. 

It is the intention of the govern- 
ment first to ask the legislature to 
provide authority for the creation of 
a council or irrigation commission 
with the most drastic control over the 
entire project, including construction, 
the sale of bonds, assessment of the 
district, and the fixing of the tax rate. 
The construction of the scheme is ex- 
pected to require two years, and the 
financing plan contemplates no inter- 
est charge during that period. All 
the figures obtained are the utmost 
maximum, and are based on an esti- 
mate of $50 an acre. 

“We will then ask the legislature,” 
said the premier, “to set aside a sum 
to guarantee, if need be, the interest 
payable upon the bond issues, This 
sum will be used, if need be, for two 
purposes—to guarantee the interest, 
and to provide funds for necessary 
construction work for an official trus- 
tee, if he should be put in charge.” 

The fund would be expended by 
order-in-council through an official 
trustee, who would be installed in 
place of the regular trustees for th

pected but on which no announcement 
has been made, hotel alterations and 
the completion of the house building 
program started by the Bottomley Co, 
This company began a huge plan last 
year to build forty houses, of ~be- 
tween $3,000 and $5,000 each. 

Counting these forty houses, the 
ordinary building year should bring 
the total this year up to about 120 
houses. Last year there were about 
180 houses constructed, of widely vary- 
ing values. The lumber situation, of 
course, is expected to interfere con- 
siderably with the year’s total, though 
to date it shows little justification for 
this belief, since January’s figures 
were almost fifteen times as great as 
those for the corresponding month 
last year, and February has the ap- 
pearance of also taking the lead. In- 
sofar as public building is concerned, 
the price of lumber wi!l not affect the 
program greatly, as most of the buil- 
dings will be of brick. 

Opinion of local architects does not 
place the figure so high as two mil- 
lions, the majority favoring some- 
where around $1,500,000, 


Growing Seed Peas 


From U.S. Seed House 

As a result of a visit of the repre- 
sentative of a large United States seed 
company to Brooks and the surround- 
ing district, for the purpose of inves- 
tigating the possibilities of growing 
seed peas on the irrigated lands of 
Southern Alberta, a contract has been 
placed with Henry Davis to grow 50 
acres of peas on™ his. farm at Rose- 
mary, Alberta, this year. 

The representative of the seed 
house was very well pleased with the 
soil and water conditions throughout 
the district. He visited many farm- 
ers in the neighborhood of Brooks, 
Duchess and Rosemary. If planted 
by farmers who understand irrigation, 
he is of opinion that good paying 
crops of peas should be grown on 
the irrigated farms there. 

Mr, Davis, with whom the contract 
for the planting of fifty acres has been 
made, came to Alberta from Rigby, 
Idaho, where he had had some experi- 
ence with the growing of seed peas, 
He knows how and when to use water 
to get the best results with this crop. 
His experiment will be watched with 
great interest, and if it turns out as 
successfully as there is reason to an- 
ticipate it will, the growing of seed 
peas should become general in the 
district, 

In the irrigated districts of Idaho 
considerable areas of land are devot- 
ed to the growth of seed peas, which 
has proved a very profitable crop, and 
the handling of the seed is an im- 
portant industry. Conditions near 
Brooks are said to be similar to those 
in Idaho, if not more favorable,

Commenting 
editorially on this resolution, the Ed- 
monton Bulletin says: “The request 
is not in the nature of a proposal 
that an experiment be tried, but that 
means be provided for developing a 

ranch of the farming business which 
it has been shown can be developed 
to success, The province already 
holds the leading position in the Dom- 
inion as the source of butter of the 
finest quality. To increase the quan- 
tity while maintaining that high stand- 
ard of quality is an objective the at- 
tainment of which should engage the 
hearty co-operation of government, 
legislative and educational authorities. 
And whether or not that can be done 
depends upon whethér or not men are 
trained to the business, A dairy 
school would be in the nature of an 
assured investement.”
